INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE HIRE PURCHASE OF 
TOURIST TRANSPORT VEHICLES 

( I ) Objective 

“The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assis- 
tance to tourist car operators, travel agents, shikar outfitters 
and hoteliers on the approved list of the Department of 
Tourism, for the purchase of cars for tourist purposes”. 

(2) Definitions 

In Ihese instructions unless the context otherwise requires : 

( a) Committee means the Committee constituted under 
para 3 of the Instructions. 

(b) Director General means the Director General of 
Tourism. 

(c) .Secretary means he Secretary of the Committee 
constituted under p>ara 3 of these Instructions. 

(d) Vehicle means th: tourist transport motor vehicle 
used for transport of tourists. 

(c) Dealer is one who deals in vehicles duly authorised 
by the manufacti rers, importers, distributors or 
stockists of the nuke of the concerned vehicle and 
includes State T rating Corporation of Tndia Ltd. 

( 3) Constitution of the Committee 

(a) A committee shall bo constituted to deal with the appli. 
cations for the hire purchase of vehicles under these instruc- 
tions and shall consist of tjhe following : — 

Ex-Ofj do Chairman 

1. Addl. Director General of Tourist, 

Ex-Of icio Members 

2. Marketing Manager (ICD) S.T.C. 

3. Deputy Financial Adviser (T), Ministry of Finance or 
any other officer nominated by the Ministry of Finance. 

4. Secretary, Inter-State Transport Commission, Ministry 
of Shipping & Transport. 

5. An officer from the Ministry of Law to be nominated 
hy T.aw Secretary. 

Ex-Officio Member-Secretary 

Dy. Director General Department of Tourism. 

(b) Three Members present in person shall be a quorum 
for a meeting and the minutes of the meeting shall be signed 
by the Chairman or in his absence by the Secretary and a 
Member. All issues shall be decided by the Committee by a 
simple majority of votes off the Members present and voting 
and the Chairman of the pommlttee shall have a casting 
vote. 

(4) Categories of Vehicles 

Hire purchase under thise instructions shall be only in 
respect of the vehicles of the following categories : 

(1) Motor Cars — new, and second hand. 

(2) Minibuses, omnibuses of the deluxe type. 

(5) Application for Hire Purchase 

Application for hire purchase of vehicle shall be made in 
the form given in appendix I of these instructions and shall 
be submitted with 6 additional copies to the Secretary of the 
Committee mentioned in para 3 supra. 
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(.6) Eligibility of Applicants 

Only operators of vehicles, travel agents, shikar outfitters 
and hoteliers on the approved list of the Department of 
Tourism, who satisfy the undermentioned conditions are eligi- 
ble to apply. 

1. The applicant should have been owning and running 
cars for at least one year from the date of his recog- 
nition as such by the Department. 

2. He shall own and run at least a fleet of three vehicles 
but in the case of travel agents, shikar outfitters and 
hoteliers this condition may be vaived. 

3. He must not have been found guilty of violating any 
of the departmental instructions, rules or regulations 
or breach of any agreement or contract executed with 
the Department. Also he must not have been found 
guilty of any offence under any law in force. 

(b) The application for hire purchase should be accom- 
panied by the undermentioned documents : — 

1. Income-tax clearance certificate. 

2. Audited profit & loss account asd balance sheet per- 
taining to the tourist business for the last 3 years, 

3. A statement showing his earnings in foreign exchange, 
if any, for the 3 previous calender years duly certified 
by the concerned Travel Agents, Hotels, Airlines, 
Banks etc. 

(7) Scrutiny of the Application 

The Secretary shall have every application received by him 
scrutinised carefully and record his views thereon in part B 
of the application and place the same for consideration of the 
Committee as early as possible, 

(3) Decision of the Committee 

The decision of the Committee shall be recorded in part 
C of the application and signed by the Chairman or in his 
absence by a Member and the Secretary, 

(9) Government's Contribution 

The vehicle will be purchased from the dealer in the name 
of the President hereinafter called the Government and the 
Government’s contribution towards the price of the vehicle 
shall not exceed 2/J of the total price of the vehicle or 
Ks. 60,000/- whichever is less. The rest of the price of the 
vehicle shall be paid by the applicant in one lumpsum to the 
Director-General towards the purchase of the vehicle before 
tine hire-purchase agreement is executed as per para 1 1 infra. 

(10) Execution of the Agreement 

The applicant shall execute a hire-purchase agreement with 
the Government in respect of the vehicle on payment of his 
contribution towards the price of the vehicle to the Director- 
General. 

(11) Delivery of the Vehicle 

After the payment mentioned in, para 9 supra is made by 
the applicant to the Director General and a'fter the execution 
by him of the hire-purchase agreement mentioned in para (10) 
supra the applicant on being authorised in this regard shall 
take delivery of the vehicle on behalf of Government and 
thereupon the Government shall become the owner of the 
vehicle. 

(12) Payment of Hire Instalment 

The applicant shall repay the Government’s contribution 
towards the price of the vehicle together with interest there- 
on in. not more than 8 quarterly instalments of hire in the 
case of indigenous cars and 16 quarterly instalments in others, 
the first instalment being payable three months after the date 
of payment of the price of the Government to the dealer. The 
due dales as well as the amounts of hire instalments will be 
indicated in the hire purchase agreement mentioned in para 
10 supra. The amount of each hire instalment shall be so 
determined as to yield an interest on Government contribution 
of 4]% per annum above the bank rate prevailing at the time 
of payment of the price, to the dealer. A rebate in interest 
of 21 % on the Government’s contribution will be allowed if 
the hire instalments arc paid promptly on the due dates men- 
tioned in the agreement and the application has not com- 
mitted any other default. The amount of rebate as well as 
the net amount payable in case of prompt payments will also 
be indicated in the agreement. Interest will be charged on 


the amounts of any hire instalments overdue at 41% per annupi 
above the bank rate prevailing at the time of payment of me 
price to the dealer from the date of default to date of pay- 
ment. 

(b) Each quarterly hire instalment shall be paid by the 
applicant in Government Treasury under a challan in triplicate 
for credit under Section "P-loans and Advances by the Central 
Government — Loans to Local Funds— Private parties, etc. — 
Miscellaneous Loans and Advances — Loans to other Parties’’ 
so far as the principal part of the hire instalment is concerned 
and to tlie receipt head *'XVI Interest — C. Other Interest — 
Receipts — Interest on Loans and Advances by the Central 
Government — Misc, Loans and Advances — Interest on Loans 
to other parties", the interest part of each hire instalment. 
The amounts of principal and interest relating to each hire 
instalment will be indicated separately in the hire purchase 
agreement. 

(c) When the above said amounts are paid into the Govern- 
ment Treasury, one copy of the receipted challan shall be sent 
to the Secretary. 

13. Refund of the Applicant’s Share 

After the receipt by the Government of the initial lumpsum 
amounts of the applicant’s share of the price referred to in 
para 9 supra if the Govenftnent for any reason does not 
procure the vehicle the amounts so paid by the applicant shall 
be refunded to him and the applicant will not he entitled to 
interest thereon from Government. 

14. Applicant’s Right 

On full payment to the Government of all the quarterly hire 
instalments as well as any other sum of money which may 
become payable to Government by the applicant under the 
hire purchase agreement, the applicant snail have a right to 
get ownership of the vehicle transferred in his name. 

15. Termination of the Agreement 

The Government reserves the right to terminate the agree- 
ment executed under para 10 supra if the applicant makes 
any default in the payment of the quarterly hire instalment on 
ihe date-s on which they have become due and on such termi- 
nation the amount contributed by the applicant shall become 
forefeited to the Government and the Committee may take 
action as indicated in para 25 infra. 

16. Guarantee 

For the due repayment of the entire amount of hire instal- 
ments covering the full period of repayment, including 
extended period if any, the applicant shall furnish a 
guarantee : , 

(a) by hypothecating to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee another unencumbered vehicle acceptable to 
the Committee from his fleet. 

or 

(b) a guarantee to the satisfaction of the Committee 
from another recognised operator in the form of 
hypothecation of an unencumbered vehicle acceptable 
to (he Committee. 

The guarantee shall remain in force till all the hire instal- 
ments are paid and th e applicant gets the right of the owner- 
ship transferred in his name in terms of the hir e purchase 
agreement executed by him and the Government is satisfied 
that nothing is due from Ihe applicant. 

Note The above guarantee shall not be required to b« 
lurnished in case of vehicles in which Government contribu- 
tion does not exceed Rs. 15,000/-. 

17. Insurance of the Vehicle 

The applicant shall get the vehicle comprehensively insured 
for its full market value against all risks at bis own cost with 
the LIC or any other Insurance Company approved by the 
Committee and shall always keep the vehicle so insured for 
the same amount or in any case not less than the aggregate 
of the remaining hire instalments till ail th e hire instalments 
policy will be deposited with the Secretary. In the insurance 
are paid and the ownership of the vehicle transferred to the 
applicant. The applicant shall retain the insurance certificate 
with him while the insurance policy will be deposited with the 
Secretary. In the insurance policy so taken there shall be 
clause to the effect that the Central Government is interested 
in the policy and that all moneys payable under thei insurance 
policy will be paid to the Government. 
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1 8. After the full money payable under the Hire purchase 
agreement is paid the endorsement in the Insurance policy to 
the above effect shall be deleted. 

It shall be the obligation of the applicant to keep the 
insurance policy in force till he becomes the owner of the 
vehicle as per the hire purchase agreement. For this purpose 
he shall remit the amount of the premia on the insurance 
policy well before the due dates and send such premia 
receipt(-s) annually and submit it (them) to the Secretary 21 
days before the date of expiry of the existing insurance policy 
pertaining to the vehicle. 

19. Inspection of the Vehicles 

The applicant shall produce the vehicle and the log books 
and the account books for inspection by any person authoris- 
ed by the Additional Director-General in that behalf within a 
week of the purchase of vehicle and also at any time there- 
after till the vehicle has run one lakh miles after the date of 
delivery of the vehicle or till 3 years have expired from the 
date of taking delivery of the vehicle or till the ownership of 
the vehicle is transferred to the applicant -after all the dues to 
the Government are paid whichever is later. Che log book 
inter (tliti should contain entries choronologically written 
relating to the tourists/persons for whom the vehicles are used, 
places visited, mileage run etc. In the Appendix of the log 
book the particulars of maintenance, repairs, replacement of 
parts relating to the vehicle along with the expenditure incur- 
red thereon should also be indicated.
